R.N., T. Wright, 
W.J. Southam, W. F. Knox, E. J. Barnett, 
and G, A. Bunbury, the Hons, F, H. May, 
O.M.G,, and R. Murray Rumsey, R.N,, 
Commodore Rohinson, Colonel Birdwood, 
Major aon, A.P.D., and Messra Arm. 
strong, Beck, Boyer, Craig, Lindsay Grant, 
Li Wai Ubing. Nicholls, Piercy, Stringer, 
Tarrant and Wong Maan Lam. Dr Atkin- 
non sent a note of apolexy for absence, 

After prayer and the election of a Secre- 
tary, We Bishop expressed his thanke 
those present for their attendance 
there and proceeded to explain tha 
object of: the mecting. There were 
in the Colony, sevcrul congregations and 
centres of Church work—tho Cathedral, 
the Navy, the Army, the Seamen's Mission 
(St. Peter's) and the Chineso Branch of 
the Anglican Church, These were indes 
pendent in their execntive and to somo ex- 
tent overlapped each other, Owing to the 
long distances and the variety of languages 
spoken in the Diocese it was at present tm- 
possible to hold a Dincesan Syno?, but a 
Colonial Charch Council, with powers of 
deliberation rather thun executive, would he 
felt be of considerable value as unifying the 
work of ‘the Church generally. Such a 
council would not, ant could wot, 
the oxecutive. authorities of the ¥ 
units; each as before would preserve its 
independence, but they would bee»me un- 
ited rathor than remain aa isolated units, 
The Bishop then gavo instaners where by 
meuns of a common body, the various iin- 
its would bo brought into touch and mutual 
assistance be obtained. 

After considerable discussion, v hich 
showed a general unanimity as regnrds the 
Principle of the scheme, und somo diver- 
gence np rogards details, the following 
resolutions were put to the meoting and 
carried unanimously. 

1. *That with a view to the promotion and 
extension of Church work in Hongkong, i 
is desirable that a Coloninl Church Council 
should bo formed which shall be reproscn- 
tative of all sections of the Anglican 
Communion in the Colony. Naval, Military 
and Civil, European and Chingse.’ 

2. * That the said Colonial Church Coun- 
cil shall consist of — 

(«) the Bishap of Victoria, who shall be 
ex-officio Chairman, 

(b) the Archdeacon of Hongkong, who 
shall be ex-oflicio Vice-Chairman. 
(c) All clergymen who aro working 
« under due futhority in the Colony. 
(ay A numbor of elected lay repre- 

sentatives of variour sections and 
congregations, elected for the 
present as follows :--the Cathedral, 
six; and the Navy, Army, St. 

Peter's and the Chinese Native 

Church, three ench.' 

“That exch clergyman arrange with hia 
own fonpreyatiun or congregations the 
rnethud of election.” 

4. ‘That the Council shall hereafror 
have power to develop and modify its own 


constitution.’ ; 
&, “That congregations bo asked to send 


in tho names of their representatives not 


later than June Ist.’ :
